Ht Some emigrants from Michigan, arrived at this place on the 15th of 
l November, accompanied by Mr. Vasques, bringing letters from the el- 
j ders, then going east, who were at Little Sandy, October 30th, all well. 
f and on the 22d of the same month, snow covered the valley from one 
and a half to two inches; and on the 24th it was about three and a hali 
' feet in Mil Creek Kanyon; and on the same day, Elder Parley 
aa P Pratt, with a company of about fifty men, left the most southern set- 
ir tlement of tins valley, where they had rendezvoused the day previous, 
tor the purpose of exploring the south country, to learn its geography, 
history, climate, and locations for settlements. À 
' Nineteen emigrants arrived December 1st, ın a very déstitute situa- 
non; having left their wagons more than forty miles back, and then 
i teams about twenty; themselves without provision. They reported 
gy having leftthe States on the 24th of September, and having passed 
iIder Taylor’s company at Independence Rock, November 6th; but se 
i closely were they pressed by the snow, they did not bring us one new 
| paper, though they said they had many ın their wagons. 
An Express was sent by Captain Stansbury, of the Umited State; 
ee ‘Topographical Engineers, stationed at this place, to Fort Hall, some 
tme in December, but so deep was the snow ıt was obliged to return 
f without accomplishing its object, and business generally was suspendet 
i! i m the valley during this month, though a few milder days near thr 
i last, permitted the raising of the roofing timbers of the council house 
l which had -been prepared in the Bowery, which has been oċċùûpied as) 
: great work shop during the cold weather. S 
; On the 5th of January, Captain Stansbury sent a second Express t 
Fort Hall, which accomplished its mission, and returned after a te 
: flious journey, together with the paymaster and some other officers o 
f the U. S. Army from Fort Hall, who reported but httle snow in th 
! i vicmty of the Fort, but immense quantities on the route; and that 
: jurge portion of the Government cattle, at Cache Valley, had die 
through the severity of the weather and snow, which {fell in this valle 
from ten inches, to two feet deep on the 18th and 19th, and in some ¢ 
i the adjoining Kanyons, six or eight feet deep. On the morning of th 
24th of the same month, a termble wind swept over our valley fror 
the south, and continued about twenty-four hours, driving all animal 
i before it, the snow being so deep and light as to be subject to its infh 
i. rncee, piercing through the thickest clothing, causing men to seek she 
an ter in the house, and cattle to gather in hollows, and under cliffs, wher 
i $ ! m some instances, they were buried, suftocated and frozen, in heaps. 
. The snow, having commenced somewhat earlier than usual, foun 
the brethren nearly destitute of wood, and about the time last mer 
tioned, it was reported in the city, that fifteen sleighs were buried ) 
the snow, in Dry Kanyon; but in the evening, the men and teams can 
into the city all safe. The facts were, the brethren had passed tt 
Kanyon in the morning, and while loading their sleds on the mow 
tuin side," an avalanche or slide of snow came down on their trac! 
and filled the Kanyoh, some fifty or sixty feet deep, and prevente 
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lher passage; but By leaving their wood, ‘and: making’a pass on’ the 
fide of the mountain, drivers “and teams were all saved. We mention 
this as one of the pleasures, inconveniences, or casualties, that the 
Saints in the mountains are liable to experience, when they have not 
provided their winter’s wood, in the summer; and the snow has -been 
irom six to twenty feet deep in our Kanyons a great share of the a 
winter, 

On the 30th of January, four men arrived from Fort Bridger, having 
left their goods and remaming pack animals in Weber Kanyon, a por- 
tiom of their horses having died on the way before reachmg the Kan- 

on. ‘This was the second attempt ofthe same company to pass from 
he fort to the valley, and their goods remained m the Kanyon on the 
Oth of March. 

Daring the past season, the winter weather has been longer by fou 
r five weeks, than the season previous, and more snow; but not so se- 
rerely cold, and the prospect for grain is good. It is generally be- 
eved that ‘there is as much good looking wheat, now on the ground 

grew here last year; and there are large quantities of the best Cahi- 
lgrmia, and Tous whéat ready for sowing. There are also large quan- 
ies of Califorma barley, a valuable article, and many other choice 
reds, which will greatly enhance the farming interest the present sez- 
on. and no exertion will be wanting on the-part of the brethren here 
o raise food for those who may come to the harvest. : 

The snow m the valley was nearly dispersed, m the latter part of 
‘ebruary; but frequent falls since, and night frosts through the month 
f March, prevented ploughing, to any great extent, till near the first af 
pril; when the earth was bare, spring rains began to fall, and the farni- 
ts began to improve the cheering return of sced time, in great confi- 
ence of an abundant harvest: and we would still urge upon the breth- 
n, who have choice and rare seeds, to bring them with them, for al- 
hough there are a great variety of seeds in the valley, there are many 
ood varieties on the earth, which we have not yet obtained, and if wi 
ad abundance of the white Silesia, or choicest kinds of sugar „beri 
ed, at this time, there would be no necessity of our importmg sugé 
id molasses after the present season. for the vegetables of the valley 
fe richer 1n saccharine matter, than n any OInet place of our acquaint- 
Ice, 

Ab we anticipated in out last letter, about diety families, under the 
esidency of Patriarch Isaac Morley. left this place in October, and. 
inimenced a settlement at San Pete [Sand-pitch] Valley, one hud- 
ed and thnuty-four miles south. They have suffered many mconven- 
nees through the decep snows, and severe frosts, for the want of houses, 
nd other necessaries common im old settlements, and have lost piany 
f their cattle; but they have laid the foundation of a great and glorious 
ork, and those who persevere to the end in followmg the counsel: 
eaven, Will find themselves a thousand fold uche than those why 
ave made gold their counsellor, and worshipped ıt as ther God.— 
heircattle, now hving, have been sustained by thar shovelmg snow 
om the grass, and feeding their provision and seed grain, and we have 
nt them-loaded teams, to guppy their necessities unt. after seedtime 
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B . Bhey have been-sirrounded by & tribe of Indians, who appen 
friendly, and who.have suffered much frem the measles since they 
have been among them, and many have died, as-have, .also, mest, ur 
i all of the trihes mthe mountas, and.those who live, uige. the breath: 
ren to rémain among them,.and learn them haw to raise grain aud make 
i bread; ‘for having tasted a httle during their afflictions, they want a full 
T supply. There is plenty of fire wood, easy of access; some of the best 
i of pine, bituminauė coal, salt; and. plaster al Pans, at this'sétulament or 
its: immediate, vicinity. x ofig eoa dy 

The Utah: Lake Indians, fave been very;troubles m2 fora lng time, 
and even before the ptoweers aruved.in this valley, we werd:told by 
2M all the'‘menntaineers We met, that “theywere bad Indyans, ‘and: that 
ae we could not live nea them in peace, and that other clans of the Utah 

natiay did not hke them.” Oa acquaimtance, we fouad all these state 

ments trues aud particularly since our last communieation, they Bwe 
7 been very hustle, killed many se res of our cattle, stolen horses, way 
lard and shot at the brethren at Utah, until self defence demanded 1m 
mediate action. 

Thei doicgs were presented to Captain Stansbury, also the pay- 
master and such otlicers of the U. S. Army, stationed at Fort Hall, m 
were here at the time, and they were unanimous in ther decis 
lon, that ıt was nécessary that those Indians should be chastised, and 
that it belong-d to the U. S. troaps at Fort Hall todo it, but the snow 
was so deep, the troops could not come hither; therefoie, it becam: 
necessary for the cittzeus to proceed against them, which they did, ad 
vised by all, and accompaaiel by some of the said natioaal officers 
whera portion of tie Ladians, € itrenched im a deen ravie, Covere: 
with thick brash, near Fort Utah, and fought desperately two days 
the 8th and 9th of February, with the loss of several of their warriors 
Ore of our brethren was killed, aud a few wonided, who have sig 
recavered: after a few more skirmishes, in which none of the brəthre 
were killed or wounded. peace was iestored, 
There are many tiibes. of the -Utah Indians. or many clans of th 
tribe, from whom we have heard; ard they appear satisfied with o 
course, and say “Jt is good, the Lakes were bad Indians,” and there 
no probability that the remainmg Utes, will offer any further violenc 
at present, aud we hope never. 

. Elder Pratt returned about the middle of February, with -a part 
the exploring company, and left the remainder with the teams in Yo 
Valley; the snow being so deep, oxen could not travel; but with muc 
difficulty a portion of the way, they all anived in safety about the 28 
{ of Mach. The company went south move than three hundred mile 
J and over the rm of the Basin, to the borders of the Valley of the Ca 

crado, passing trackless monatams, covered with deep siow, and fi 
' lowed by excessively cold weather, the meicury m several inst 
ces falling 20° below Zero. They found some small valleys, wi 
little or no snow, warm and pleasant, deswable for settlements; one 
which is Little Salt Lake, where we design a settlement the prese 
season; good water, iron ore, and wood are abundant. Little, con 
paratively, could be learned of the vegetable or mineral productions 
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‘the country threugh which they passed; but they, siw. enough to. know 
that popular gecgraphers have huheito known: less of: ts promment 
features « Suffice: it to say, ihereis yet rorm, m the-valleys of: the

- On the 22d of February; the ishock ‘of anr earthquake “was seneibly 
felt in the valley, ‘ta a great exteat; causing nouses to jar, and crockery 
and‘furniture to move considerably. The report of volcanic.eruptions, 
or cdmmotiors of the earth, resembling the discharze of, distant cannon, 
aré ndttinfie juent in the mountams. “s 

> ‘Fhe health of the Smuts m geneial, 1s good, and there has 1 never been 
any prevailing sickness in our midst, ‘and but very few deaths Since 
jast mail, Brothers Absalom Perkins, George W. ‘Langley, Erastus 
Snow’s eldest son, Claudius V. Spencer's wile, Sisters Jane Hall, ‘Tur- 
ley, Steward and Thompson, art. all, we recollect, and those mostly 
from consumption, andsother symytomis of disease contracted ig be- 
fore- they came to the valley. 

The General Assembly of Deseret, have held an ipata descon 
at intervals, through the wister, and transacted much important busi- 
ness, such as dividing the different settlements mto, Weber, Great Salt 
Lake, Utah, - Sanpete, Yoab, and Talle Counties; and establishiag 
County Courts, with their Judges, Clerks and Sheni; aud Justices 
and Constables, in the several precincts: Also a Supreme Cout, to 


hold its annual session at Great. Salt Lake City, attended by a ‘State: 


Mofshalli and Attorney; and instutwuug a general ju.isprade ice, sa ihat 
every case, whether criminal or civil, may be attended te by office:s 
of State, according to law, jusu e and equity, without delay. 

They have also chartered a State Univers'ty, on the: most: liberal 
principles, to be located at Gieat Salt Lake City, with bra iches through- 
out the State, 1f wanted; and appropiiated for its benefit five thousand 
dollars, per annum, for twenty yeas out of the public treasury, all of 
which will be under the supervision, duection aidcqanol ofa Chaucel- 
lor, twelve Regents, a Secretary and T.reasmer, who. will, no doubt, 
publish their mtentions by this maul. 

On account of the severe weather, little has been done on the public 
buildings since last fall. The fousdations of the public store house 
‘and store are laid, and the acqueducts from the warm spung to the 
ipubhie baths, are rapidly progiessing, and they will be ready for use in 
ia short time. i 

Captain Stansbury, with his Topographical E :gmeers, ard surveying 
Great Salt Lake, and the adjacent country, for the pupose of mapping; 
which, when completed, will unquestinnably be very interesting to our 
friends abicad, for by it they mt Letter undeistand our relative 
locations. 

Mauy brethren have gone to ie geld mines, and many are about 
gomg, and all “by thunctl,” as they say, and no doubt truly. A few 
have gone dccording to the advice, of th ase whese right it 1s to cour- 
sel the samts; and such are vght, inasmuch ns they de ngb t, but 
much the greater portion have gone acemdi .¢ to t'e reaiiscl f ther 
own wills, ‘and covetous feelings: such might have ücze muie geoi by 
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staying m the valley, and laboring to prepare the: way for the reception 
of the brethren, but it is not too late for-them to do good, and be sav- 
ed if they will do right in their present sphere of action, although they 
will not get so great a reward, as they would have done, had they per- 
formed the greater good. E 
” If, at the mines, they will listen to the -counsel of those men who 
have been appointed to counsel them; and when they return, work 
righteousness, and do as they would be-done unto, and acknowlebge Ged 
mall their ways, they may yet attain unto great glory; but if they shall 
cease to hearken to counsel, and make gold their God, and return a: 
mong the saints, filled with avarice, and covetousness, ‘and refuse to 
lend, or give, or suffer their money to be used, unless they can make a 
great speculation thereby, and will sce their poor brethren, who have toil- 
ed all the day, in want, and in perplexity; and they will not relieve, 
but keep the dust corroding in their purses, it had been better for them, 
if a mill stone had been hanged about their necks, and they had been 
drowned in tha depths of the sea, before they had departed from the 
night ways of the Lord; forif they shall continue thus to harden their 
hearts, and to shut up their bowels of compassion agamst the needy, 
they will go down to the pit, with all idolaters, in a moment they are 
not aware; with as little pity as they have mamfested to their poor breth- 
ren, who would have borrowed ofthem, but have been sentemptv away. 

Gold is good imits place; It is good m the hands of a good man to 
do good with, bat in the hands of a wicked man it often proves:a curse 
instead. ofa blessing. Gold isa good servant, but a miserable, blind, and 
helpless God, and, at last, will have tobe purified by fire, with all its 
followers. eee 

Elders Amasa Lyman, and Charles C. Rich, will continue their op- 
erations at western Caltornia, according to previous instructions, and 
not only keep an accurate account of all tithings and of the general 
procecdings of all faithful brethren, that we may know of their gocd 
works, and hail them as brethren when we meet, but keep a perfect 
history of al], who profess to be saints, and do not follow their coun- 
sel, pay tithing, and do therr daty; and report the same to us, evers 
mail, that they and their works may be entered in a book of remer- 
brange in Zion; that they may be judged therefrom, andnot impose 
upon the faithful; for it is not uncommon for men to say “I can 
do more good, if I go to the mines, than I can to stay here,” and we 
want to prove such, and know whether they aie true men, or liars. 

When men, professing to be brethren, go to the mines, according to 
their own counsel, we want them to stay until they are satisfied; until 
they have obtained enough to make them comfortable; and have sotne 
to do good with, and a disposition to usesit.for that purpose, and not 
sun back here in a few months, lock up their gold, boast how much 
ihey have made, doing no good themselves. and hindering every body 
else from doing good ever whom they have an influence; cmse God, 
deny the, Holy Ghost, and when spring opens, run to the mines again, 
as some have done. Tet such men 1emember that they are not wart- 
ed in our midst: for unless they speedily repent, the wrath of an offended 
Creator will suddenly overtake them. and no power can stay it. Let 
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aich leave their carcasses where they do their work, we want not our’ 
burial grounds polluted with such hypocrites; but we have it in our 
hearts to bless all men who will do nght, whatever their occupation; 
and our arms are ever open to embrace such, and we pray for all men 
who are ignorant, or out of the might~way, that our heavenly Father 
will give them his spirit, that they may learn and do right. 

To those who may fear coming to the valley on account of the scar- 
city of tumber, we would say, there is now four times more timber 
known within reasonable distance of this city, than there was one year 
mce, and every season opens new stores of wood, in the surrounding 
mountams; and all the difficulty ıs the scarcity of ‘help, to remove the 
wood and timber to the valley, before the falling of snow; beside, coal 
has been discovered, from whence it can be brought on a railway, 
easily constructed, and there 1s more, and nearer, in prospect. 

Furnaces and forges are much needed here, for the furnishing of 
mill rons, machmery, farmiing uténsus, culmary vessels, railway tracks, 
and many other things, and we hope that Eider Pratt has already sent 
en men, who will be herë to start the business this season; if he has 
not, we trust he will not lose sight of this important object, agamst 
another winter. 

Elders Orson, Pratt, and George D. Watt, are wanted at this place. 
with their families; and we shall expect them as early im 1851, as cir-- 
cumstances will permit. At such time as Elder Pratt shall find it 
convenient, or necessary to facilitate his return, he will call to his as- 
sistance Elder Franklin D. Richards, who will succeed him in the 
sresidency of the church, on the British Isles; and we would suggest 
Elders George B. Wallace and Levi Richards for his counsellors. So 
jar as we have been informed, Elder Pratt has done a great and good 
work in England, but his labors are now needed at home; and sf the 
Saints should mourn his loss, we would say be comforted and come 
with him, or follow him as fast as you can; but if you cannot at pres- 
ent, you will find m his suceessor Elder Richards, a counsellor, presi- 
dent, and friend, worthy of your prayers and confidence: 

Elders Wilford Woodruff, and Amasa Lyman, are expected here tms 
season. We also anticipate a visit from Elder Orson Hyde, who, we 
hope, will bring a host of Samts with him; for the labors of the valley 
are great, compared to the number of laborers. A greater harvest is 
near at hand than there will be reapers to gather: “Let those who start, 
be prepared to come through without assistance from the valley, for we 

shail have no man to spare during harvest, to help emer rants. Com- 

panies are already orgamzed, and ready to start for Green and Platt 
Rivers, to keep ferries during the high waters, for the accommodation - 
of the emigration. 

We would urge upon all Saints the importance of keeping in view 
ttre Perpetual Emigrating Fund, and of adding thereto, all in their 
power, the present season, for every succeeding year will be mere and 
more eventful in the progress of the work of God, and more and more 
Saints will be ready and want to gather to Zion We warmly antier- 
pate that such, will be the interest felt, and the funds collected in the 
British ites we can commence bringing forward the Samts from 
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that region, one year henéé: and the presidency in England, will take 
speci sl tare ta: be ready to act on futare structions on this subject. i
